TO LAND 



Attorney at Washington (s 
.'Ready to Take up the 
fight in Their Behalf 



SITUATION IS INTERESTING 



Hero is the lutest.BensDtion,. some* 
thinj; that proniis«;s a jolt to every 
properly owner alonE the lake shore 
from Green Bay, Wis., to the Chicago 
river. 

Chief Petoskey, of the Ottawa tribe, 
now a residence of Zion, has como for- 
word with the claim that all this land 
belpnds to the Indians and that they 
intend to put up u Hght for ite recovery. 

The Chipptiwa and the Ottawa tribes 
now have an attorney in Washington 
ready to take thn matter up In their 
beliBif. Attorney E. B. Stark is pre- 
paring to plead their cause in the United 
States district court. The land which 
the Indians claim takes in Michigan 
avenue m ChicBRo, and all of the land 
alonf; the lake chore through the va- 
rious cities on the north to Green Bay. 
.,This includes valuable property in 
Evanston, Witmotte, Glencoo, Highland 
i^ark, Lake Forest, Waukeean, Zion, 
Kenosha, Racine and Milwaukee. The 
most valuable strip beinf^ that section 
esst of State street in Chicago. 

According to the claim of Chief Pe- 
toskey the government purchased all 
tbtt land west of State etreot but did 
not want the lake front, it was too 
marshy. He therefore claims that it 
still belongs to the Indians, for no one 
has ever purchased it from them. 

It is known that two agents have 
been working amonf^ both the Chippewa 
and Otcowa tribes securing their names 
to be forwarded to Washington as 
claimants for the lake shore property. 
The -Indians believe they have a good 
cose and they claim that no one now on 
the land can givo a clear title to it. 

This news of this property litigation 
following so closely upon the death of 
Captain Streeter; which occurred the 
latter part of last month, has brought 
out facts heretofore unknown to the 
Renoral public. 

Chief Petoskey now etateb that Capt. 
Streeter's tirat wife was a half-breed 
Indian, and she it was who formed the 
idea of getting hold of a nice piece of 
lake front property and holding onto it. 
She knnw that no one had title to this 
land, she was acquainted, with the fact 
that the government had refused* to 
purchase the liike^ront land which, ot 
that timp, was regarded as worthlecs 
on account of its marshy nature. She 
knew that this land was later filled In 
by the IllinolB Central railroad, but she 
contended that it was atlll Indian land, 
and that they had as much right to it 
us anybody. In fact, a little better right 
considering that she <;arrled Indian 
blood in her veins. 

Bv hook or crook the captain managed 
to hold onto his land which he had 
named the . "Deestrictof Lake Mich- 
igan" as long as he lived, although 
there has been a constant fl^ht to oust 
him, and now along comes the claim of 
the Indian tribes, and the fight which 
they are arranging to put up is assum- 
ing a most interesting aspect.

Death of Mrs. 

Elizabeth Pitcher 

Last Friday morning at the hour of 
four-thirty o'clock occurred the death 
of Mrs, Elizabeth Pitcher at th^ home 
of her daughter, Mrs. Evans, her death 
bei g due to the infirmatiea of age. 
Mrs. Pitcher jvas widely acquainted In 
the vicinities of Trevor and Wllmot 
besides having many friends among the 
residents of this village. 

Had she lived until next April she 
would have reached the age of eighty- 
six years, and so. poorly had she been 
foa several months that her death was 
not unexpi'Ctfd. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Pitcher was born- in 
Dorshetahire, England, April 30, 1835* 
and died at the home of her daughter^ 
Mrs. Florence Evans. Jan. 28, 1921. 
She was married to George Burtlett In 
1861. They came to this country ar- 
riving at Wilmot, July 4, 1867. To 
this union six children were bnrn, two 
boys dying in infancy, Emma at- the 
age of fifteen and Mary at forty-four 
years of age. Two years after the 
death of Mr. Bnrtlett she was united in 
marriage to John Pitcher and to this 
union two children were born. A boy 
who died in infancy and the daughter 
Edith, who ptidsed away^March 15,191L 

She is survived by two daughtpra 
Mrs. Jane Sibley of Antioch and Mrs, 
Florence Evans (with whom she has 
Eipent most of the^iime since the death 
of Mr. Pitcher)! six grand children and 
three great grandchildren. 

The funeral services were held at the 
house Monday afternoon. Jan. 31. Rev. 
Heitz of Salem M. E. church officiating 
with interment in the Libertn cemetery. 

The hymns which she so much loved 
were beautifully sung by the Salem M. 
E. church choir. Among those from a 
distance who attended the funeral were 
Will Frank, Floyd Frank and Mrs. 
Seward Frank of Chicago; Miss Pauline 
Scherf, . Mrs. Fredson and Mrs. Tj^olle 
of Racine and Will Scherf of Crystal 
Lake. The floral olTerings were many 
and beautiful. 



Geo. Hockhey Asks 

Damages For Injury 

George H. Hockney on Friday last, 
filed suit in the circuit court at Wauke- 
gan, through his attorneys Hall, Cook, 
Pope and Pope, for ten thousand dol- 
lars damages, for injuries received 
while employed at the home of Karl 
Jyrch. 

Mr. Hockney was injured by a falling 
brick over a year ago and a suit was 
brought before the industrial board, 
but this board held, that it did not have 
jurisdiction because the law of com- 
pensation docs not apply to farm pro- 
perty. The result of this decision was 
the filing of the damage suit. 

The injury occurred when Hockney 
was employed In helping to build a new 
chimney at the Jjrch place. He was 
standing on the' ground, when suddenly 
one of the bricks which Jyrch's son 
had piled on the roof was jared loose 
and fed striking Hockney on the head, 
and crushing a portion of his skull. Mr. 
Hockney was laid, up for a long time 
and spent considerable time In the hos- 
pital where he was operated upon and a 
section of his skull was sawed out. 

He charges that-he is permanently 
incapacitated and is asking dsmages.

Figures Show That Last Jan- 
uary Was Not So'Un- 
usual After All 



COLDER THAN 1911 or 191 3 



On every hand wo hear most compli- 
montary remarks regarding our mild 
winter weatherand moat people agree 
that they can't remember another Jan- 
uary like the one of 1921. This just 
goes to show how easy we forget. 

The average temperature for last 
month v/as 28 degrees above zero. By 
comparing this with the ofiicial figures 
for the month of January for the past 
ten years we find that January of 1911 
was four degrees warmer, on the aver 
age temperature for the month. In 
1913 January had an averoge of 32.77, 
or over four degrees warmer than lust 
month. In 1914 the average was close 
to the same as in 1921, being 28.25. In 
January of 1915 it lacked leas than 3 
-degrees of being ns warm as the past 
month. In January 1910 the average 
temperature was 25, -just three degrees 
colder than our much talked of January 
of 192L 

In thinking back over the past we 
seem to have forgotten these mild Jan- 
uarys, but we carry a vivid rccolection 
of last year when the average temper- 
ature for the month was 13, and of the 
year 1918 when the average was only 
7.03, and of 1912 when the aver.ige 
was 7.15.

Gasoline Price 

Takes Another Drop 

The price of gasoline dropped 2 cents 
a gallon on Monday. A similar reduc- 
tion was mode a week ago. 

The new price cut was greeted by 
autoiats with enthusiasm, as they be- 
lieve it may mark the start of a series 
of reductions *thot may send the price 
of fuel oil bock to something near thb 
pre-war price, which was as low na 10 
cento a gallon. 

The price is now 26 cents a gallon at 
filling stations and 23 cents a gallon 
from tank wagons. ' Kerosene also 
dropped from I5i cents to 13^ cents a 
gallon. 

The Sinclare Refining company made 
the : 'first .announcement of the new 
prices Monday morning. This an- 
nouncement was followed by a similar 
notice from the Standard Oil company. 

The first drop in price since the war 
came on Jan. 25, when gasoline was 
reduced from 29 to 27 cents a gallon In 
filling stations. At that time it was 
announced that a reduction in the price 
nf crude oil from $3 60 to $3 per barrel 
caused the drop in gosoline price. 
Another drop of £0 cents a barrel on 
the price of crude went intoeflfecttn 

Telegraph reports, from practically 
every producing field in the United 
States show that there is a general re- 
duction in the priceu of crude oil, and 
indicate fight between several oil com* 
panies.

The Wisconsin Butter and Cheese Co, 
of Elkhorn, shipped a consignment of 
milk powder to Switzerland this week. 

The voters of Whitewater went on 
record 603 votes lo 408 against the 
erecting ofh $30,000 gymnasium and 
civic center building on the high school 
grounds in that city. 

The Sharp farm in the town of Dover 
boa been sold to Mrs. Ed Edwards and 
brother James Brooks, of Salem. Mr. 
Brooks with his family will occupy the 
farm, if rumors are correct. 

Thirty-seven head of livestock were 
burned to death when the barn on the 
Pond Sisters farm located about a'mlle 
and a half east of Delavan, burned to 
the ground. The bones of the animals 
were found underneath the debris di 
rectly under the places of their stalls in 
the barn. They had apparently been 
overcome before th<*y could even move.

The Chicago deal- 
ers made a hard fight to procure t^e 
February milk for $2.00 per hundred 
and for a time it looked as though that 
price would stand, but later a com 
promise was effected.

In Lake County 

Of late there has been many rumors 
afloat about people having been poison- 
ed by eating cheese. However these 
reports have all seemed to come from 
far away places until last week when 
the James Sneesby family at Gurnee 
all become very ill after having euten 
cheese at the evening meal. Dr. Young 
was called and he at once diagnosed 
the case as poisoning from cheet^e that ' 
hod become rancid. The' Sneeaby fam- 
ily consisted of Mr. and Mrs. Sneeaby 
and their two children and Martin 
DeLoof and all were made seriously III. 

About the same time that the Snees- 
by family were 111 Mr. and Mrs R. 
Dubbles of Libertvville were also ill 
and the physician attributed the cause 
to their having eaten cheese that was 
not quite right. ^ 

These two cases of cheese poisoning, 
the first that have developed in Lake 
county since the wave that has swept 
over the country wherein families are 
being poisoned by this food should 
serve as a warning to people to bp very 
careful of the quality of cheese they 
are eating,

Ity. Shortly after this, while his ruge 
was still hot, he beard of some ill- 
founded report by an obscure German 
consul in Russia which told of an al- 
leged mobilization of the Itusslan 
army, Bismarck had not thought It 
worth calling to the kaiser's attention, 
us there were slight grounds for be- 
lieving the report. But the kaiser be- 
lieved every word of It, and wrote a 
discourteous note to the chancellor 
asking why such Important informa- 
tion bad been withheld from him. He 
declared that the empire was tlireat- 
enod and that counter measures must 
be taken at once against the threat- 
ened Itusslan menace. 

Bismarck's policy had been tradi- 
tionally pro-!lussIan for 30 years, and 
be knew that there was no ground for 
alarm. Action on tho part of the Ger- 
man empire would have caused un- 
necessary complications and might 
have ended In real trouble. Bismarck 
won bis point, but at the cost of great- 
ly strained relations with the throne. 
This quarrel soon merged Into an-

Such defeats weakened the chancel- 
lor's power and he even wondered 
whether bo ought to send In his res- 
ignation. 

Bismarck Conaldera Resigning. 
Thus Uie storm gathered In January 
and Febnniry, 1S90, and was marked 
by a scene in tho Imperial palace at 
Berlin. Tempers had risen on both 
fiidps over tiie matter In dispute, and 
at last the- chancellor put the direct 
question : 

"It appears, then, that I am In your 

majesty's way?" 

"The kaiser," adds Bismarck, flaUl 
nothing and therefore aHsontod." 

After this Bismarck again consid- 
ered olTering his resignation, but he 
did not do so. In fact, be became ob- 
stinate and ultimately decided to make 
It as dlfflcuU as possible for tho knlser 
to dismiss bim. Alennwblle, however, 
the kaiser was growing stronger In tho 
government. Tho ministers In the 
cabinet turned against Bismarck and 
he felt ills grip weakening. Once he 
asked for nn eicplanatlon of why the 
ministers favored the knlser against 
him, and one replied conlldentlnlly: 
"We must do something to please 
him" (meaning the kaiser). Bismarck 
answered Ironically that be was glnd 
to see the monarchy so -flnnly estab- 
lished—the monarchy that waa so 
shaken when he became chancellor. 

Chancellor Defies Kaiser. / 

Matters came to a crisis toward the 
end of March. Blsmnrck had received 
Wmdthorst, the leader of the Center 
party at bis home, and the kaiser re- 
sented this act. Bismarck claimed the 
right to receive distinguished poli- 
ticians whenever and wherever he 
pleased. Tlie kaiser asked: 

"Even If I, your sovereign, forbid 
yon to?" 
■ .'Tcs, even then," Bismarck an- 

'awcred. .. ". '

Prussian premier and imperial chan- 
cellor, and was determined to let no 
one hut himself pserclso a direct per- 
sonal Influence on the monarch. Tlio 
kaiser, who liked to talk personally 
with his ministers and who favored a 
direct government' policy, demanded 
the abolition of the clause. Bismarck 
refused, but ofTored to resign. 

The offer was n mere gesture, Bis- 
marck had tendered his resignation 
many times before when he wished to 
gain a point, and had always won. At 
one time the kaiser bad returned a 
written offer witli the word "Never" 
scribbled across It. But now he sent 
th** chief of the civil cabinet to cull 
for the "offer of resignation at Bis- 
marck's house. The chancellor refused 
to be hurried. Carefully and slowly 
ho began tlie wording of the reslgna- 
Uon. An afternoon and evening passed, 
and" the nest morning the kaiser lost 
patience and sent an adjutant with 
the message: 

"His majesty will wait until t\vo 
o'clock for the document." 

Bismarck told the adjutant that he 
was "ready to sign his own resigns- 
tion nt any moment." but that he 
needed time to write out bis •ffer f 
the tone was to befit the dignity of his 
ofilce. But the kalsor did not waiver 
In his decision, Bismarck was dis- 
missed. In an effort to conciliate him 
William conferred upon the outgoing 
chancellor the title of duke, but the 
honor was not accepted. 

General Cnprlvl was at once named 
as his successor and Us soon as his 
resignation bad been received Bis- 
marck was hurried out of the chan- 
cellor's palace -with -.unseemly haste.

AWANBERER coming 
Provence, westward, to the 
historic capital of Langucdoc, 
and looking for the tlrst 
time xjpon tlie ancient towers of 
Toulouse, may well wonder whether 
they are indeed old, so modern Is 
tlie appcnranco of the red brick, after 
the groy-gold stones of the Rounui 
Provence. Old, nevertheless, they are, 
though dllTorlng in style, as in color, 
from any thing to be. seen In ,pther 
parts of Paris. ' 

The Toulousaln gothic has a char- 
acter all Its own; for the true spirit 
of northern architecture— that of the 
soaring line— never '.become Indige- 
nous here, says a writer In the Christian 
Science Monitor. These southerners 
accepted It only as a fashion of the 
day, to which concessions must be 
made, that granted, they proceeded at 
ciiwj to modify -the' style, to »ult the 
local traditions; of a people that at 
heart Icved a horizontal line better 
than nn aspiring .on^. So they de- 
ellned to buUd',;lnterior- vertical pll- 
.; lars— which, "moreover, needed large 
.(rtonca and were very expensive— and 
lurtcad they threw great vaults over 
wide spaces, broke up their towers 
Into bays, generally mingled. In -a 
very curious fashion, the spirit of the 
gothic and the Romanesque. These 
are points that strike one about tbe 
great cathedral of St. Sernin In Tou- 
louse, the largest and finest building 
of the southeni style that Is to be seen 
In rnrnce today. 

Cathedral of St Somln. 
Ab usnnl In churcbefl hereabouts, 
the building Is dark, being lighted by 
windows behind tbe trlforlum. and not 
from a clerestory above.

the reason being thut stems felled at 
any other time of tbe year are very 
liable to be attacked by Ibc bamboo 
borer, a small Insect which oats nway 
the Inside of the stem and renders It 
useless for anything. To fell more 
than a million stems during five 
months requires, however, a large 
amoimt of labor. Portunately, there 
*ls a fairly large local population In 
the neighborhood of these forests who, 
being for Uie most part agriculturists, 
have little to do In their fields during 
the winter monUis. When the woi^i 
Is In full swing as many as 300 or 400- 
men are employed on felling alone. 
How the Ban\boo li Handled; 
For felling u primitive form of bill- 
hook Is used, which Is oieremely uae- 
fal for getUng among the crowded^ 
stems at the base of Uie clulnp, though- 
In unsUUlful hands a great deal of 
damage may be done to other shoots- 
In U»c clump. The bamboos, having- 
been felled, arc next roughly dressed 
of their side shoots and tops, and are- 
then Ued Into bundles of five, ten or 
L\venty. according to size. For the- 
time being these bundles are thrown: 
out on the compartment lines, but at 
tbe close of the day's work are collect- 
ihI t<tgether and curried on the coolies* 
heads to the forest depots. Here those 
which are to be manufactured, that Is, 
fired and straightened, are put on one 
Hide, while Uiu pthers ^yhIcb .are to 
he marketed" green are loaded Into- 
carls and sent oft to tlio sale depot 
at the railhead. 

Making up Uio green bamboos Into,, 
maybe, tent poles or Innce staves Is 
hy far Uie most Interesting part of 
the work In Uieae bamboo forests.. 
The first stage In making up Is care- 
fully to clean off all Uie knots. This- 
Is usually done by a gang of sumU 
boys armed with sborp adzes. They 
soon become clever at this work and 
nuely «PoIl a bamboo by nmklng. a 
;iad shot und. damaging the skin; The 
poles are then cut to length, according 
to the purpoae for which they .are re- 
quired, and handed over to the skilled 
workmen, known ns kumaggurs. for 
straightening. Each pole Is. now put 
Uirough a hot wood Are.

It a rich brown color, and hy molUng 
tho dirty waxy covering gives It a.

HOLDS UP 



Chairman Barton Refuses to 

Abolish National Rail Wage 

Agreements. 




LINES ASK BIG REDUCTION 



Managers Are Told to Agree With the 

Men on a Plan to Cut Wages Af- 
\ ten I^lnety Days— National 
*" Control Advocated. 

Chlcngo, Feb. 2.— Refusal to abolish 
the nutlonnl agreements, and to re- 
duce the wages of railroad employees 
by the United States hibor hoard was 
forecast when Clmlrmon 11. M. Barton 
declined to receive n request to that 
elTect, made by W. W. Atterbury for 
the Ilnllrond Executives* assoclaUon. 

The plan of the railroads was to 
reduce wages of common labor at 
once and cut wages of other cmiiloyeea 
after 00 days. 

Chalnnna .liarton asked Sir, Atter- 
bury If It were not possible for the 
railroad executives and the employees 
to get together In a spirit of helpful- 
ness and not in antagonism and work 
ouf a basis for the hoard to act upon. 
Mr. Atterbury declared that the sit- 
,vatIon Is so acute and there Is such 
. a radlcnl dlfteronce of opinion be- 
'tween the two sides that such n con- 
ference would not bring any relief. 

Chairman Barton said that when tlie 
board made Its wage award the na- 
tional agreements were the basis upon 
which the award was made. 

He again declared that the two par- 
(ties should first get together and work 
earnestly for a mutual solution. Final- 
ly he declined to receive the request 
of the railroads and snld that a for- 
mal decision whether or not to receive 
it would ho made after an executive 
Besslon of the hoard. 

Mr. Atterbury was given a hearing 
nt the opening of the day's session of 
the board, and he made a formal plea 
that the present hearing on working 
conditions he dlscontlnueil, that the 
national agreements lie abolished at 
once, ond that a basis be given for 
an ultimate reduction In wages. 

Henry llUnt. representing the pub- 
lic on the railway, labor board, de- 
clared when'ilr. Aiierbury finished: 

"The transportation act requires a 
coaferL'nce should bo held on any sub- 
iect itkely to Interrupt service. I 
think you should take up in confer- 
ence with the employees the condi- 
tions you have presented here," he 
fiald. 

A. 0. Wharton, labor member of the 
labor board, demanded that Mr. Atter- 
bury put on record the names of the 
Vnllroads tliat were behind him and 
state upon what authority he acted in 
asking for the annulment of the na-. 
tlonal agreements. 

Violent opposition to wage reduc- 
tions on the part of railroad workers, 
who are expected to take a firm stand 
ngnlnst giving up any privileges gained 
during federal control, was voiced by 
J. C. LuhrBen, president of the Amer- 
ican Train Dispatchers' association. 

Ho advocates national control of all 
railroads in- a statement issued after. 
Mr. Atterbury's presentation. 

"A single ownership in some form 
land unified operation of all United 
States carrldrs," ho declared, "Is the 
only logical outcome of the transpor- 
tation problems of America, 

"The employees of the railroads of 
America. will not submit to bearing the 
burden which the carriers seek to Im- 
pose on them. 

"The great effort now being made 
to reduce operating expenses Is all di- 
rected against the workers. The whole 
American railway system Is extrava- 
gantly operated and the public Is 
asked to pay the hill." 

B. M. Jewell, president of the rail- 
road employees' departtnent of the 
American Federation of Labor, sent 
u telegram to President Wilson, charg- 
ing that General Atterbury "had not 
only violated all decent propriety by 
his ultimatum to the labor board, but 
liad disregarded the transportation 
laws and fiouted existing agencies, 
such as the interstate commerce com- 
mission, which have been created ex- 
pressly by .congress to tleal with the 
' financial requirements and proper op- 
'■ oration of , the. railroads," 
; He called upon the President to have 

the railroad ^executives place their evi- 
dence of lMabllity;»to operate the' rall- 
' ' roads before- tlie'*InterKtate commerce 
[ com»Vl88[bn. If It Is found to be tnie, 

lie astffed the President to refer the 
matterto coiigress.

Senator f alder Says Mortgages

■Washington, Jan. 2S.— The United 
States soon will face the necessity 
of subsidizing housing construction 
unless steps are taken to afford every 
facility for private conBtructlon to 
relieve the present shortage, Senator 
Calder of New Tork, chairman of tlie 
special senate coniihlttee on recon- 
Btructlon. declared In an address here 
before the national council of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States*. 

The country may he approaching a 
condition,, the senator added which 
will mean , tlie "adoption of European 
precedents bom of . the- paternalism 
of monarchies." 

The naUoual council has undertaken 
to formulate a national program for 
relief of the present housing shortage. 
nepresontatives of the government, 
civic bodies arid construction Interests 
as'well as Industrial leaders from all 
parts of the country, are attending 
the- conference to assist In a solution 
of the various phases cf tlie problem. 
While opposed In principle to all In- 
come tax exemptions, Senator CaUler 
said he believed that nnlesa all were 
abolished exemption should be given 
mortgage investuient.s In order to bring 
capital Into the mortgage market and 
stimulate building.

U. S. Detectives Attempt to Kidnap 

Grover Bergdoll in Germany —

Berlin, Jon. 28. — A sensational at- 
tempt to kidnap Grover Cleveland 
Ilcrgdoll and forcibly bring him with- 
in American judlsdlctlon was made hy 
Americans aided by several hired Ger- 
mans in the little town of Ebersbach, 
near Heidelberg. Bergdoll, who es- 
caped from America after being con- 
victed of evading the draft, was some 
tlrhe ago reported to have been seen 
In Coblenz district, but the* report was 
not credited. The attempt to kidnap 
Bergdoll failed. Ho escaped In nn 
automobile with a wedding party In 
spite of shots fired after him by the 
Amerloons who tried to capture him. 
Karl Neaf and Frank Denver, who, 
some reports say, are detectives from 
America; and by others nre credited 
with being soldiers of the army of oc- 
cupation, were arrested by the Ger- 
man police, together w!th_ the chauf- 
feur, named Hlldebrnnd, and three 
alleged German accomplices, Giistav 
Stelger, Gottfried Kelra' and Atigust

Washington, Jnn. 31.— Framed to 
provide for a force of 100,000 regu- 
lars, the army upproprlutlou bill, re-, 
ported to the houBO, carried a total of 
5328,801,123. a reduetlou of 503,007,- 
242 from current appropriations. The 
War department had asked for $002,- 
811,070. 

Tho I'hlHpplno scouts, numbering 
about O.GOO mea; 2,rj00 ilylng cadets 
and 14,000 couunlssloned olllcers are 
not Included in the 100,000 total. 

Ileductlon In the army, the commit- 
tee report sahl, was proposed with a 
view to early wUlidrawal of Ameri- 
cans In Germany. Chalrnuui Anthouy 
of the inilltHry subcommittee of the 
app^oprlatlous couimltlee told the 
house that the present plan of the War 
department to maintain nine di- 
visions In camps erected during 
the war was unnecessary waste and 
expense. 

"While the committee has greatly 
reduced thcye appropriations which 
support some of the more expensive 
branches of the National Guard," tho 
report said, "it believes that If tlio 
War department will follow a policy 
of permitting the growth of tliu Na- 
tional Guard along the most economic 
and useful lines — which are infantry 
organizations— and will minimize tlio 
organization of those brnnclie's of the 
guard which require the issue and 
malntenuncc of animals and motors, 
and special techulcal equipment that 
material economies can be effected 
which not only will Increase the elll- 
clency of the guard, but will aid In 
Its growtli ond expansion." 

For West Tolnt an appropriation of 
52,301,483 was rcconunendod, an In- 
crease of ?2in,277. The amount re- 
quested was 50.404,432. 

Tlie rivers and harbors appropria- 
tion bill, carrying $15,250,000 os a 
lump sum, was reportetl by the bouse 
appropriations committee. 

The amount is $2,850,000 more thon 
last year's appropriation and 541,804,- 
010 less than estimates submitted. 
With unexpended balance"^; d total of 
547,200,000 will be available for ex- 
isting projects before June 30, 1022, 
the committee report said. 

The Frclinghuysen bill, amending 
the Clayton antitrust act so ns to re- 
move restrictions on railway transac- 
tions with companies having 'nterlock- 
Ing directorates, was favorably re- 
ported by the senate Interstate com- 
merce commission, modified to pro- 
vide for supervlHlon of such, transac- 
tions by the interstate commerce com- 
mission. 

The measure was presented ns now 
legislation to meet conditions result- 
ing from tho trnnsport'atlon act and 
from the veto by President Wilson of 
the bill to suspend the operation of 
the prohibitive section of the Clayton 
act, applying to supply purchases from 
interlocking companies. 

Many changes were made by the 
committee in the Frellnghuysen bill, 
as recommended hy the interstate 
commerce commission. The minimum 
amount of mnterlais which rallrondg 
may purchase annually from Inter- 
locking corporations without bids was 
raised from $50,000 to $100,000. The 
bill originally ptoced the $50,000 limit 
only on single transactions.

WASHINGTON.— The present fiya- 
tcm of rehabilitating disabled war 



veterans la denounced by the Ameri- 
can Legion as a "failure" which should 
fco remedied by consolidating under n 
single head the three government 
aigencles now engaged to that work. 

The Legion memorial asserts that 
the function of the three agencies— 
the bureau of war risk Insuronce, the 
federal board for vocational education 
jind the United States punllc health 
service— "must be 'co-ordinated, their 
machinery decentralized, and all three 
ploced under the common control." 

"To do this," the memorial says, 
"there must be a new law which shall 
place the unlOed organization under 



control of a single administrative head.' 
For this new organlzotlon the Le- 
gion nsks an appropriation sufficient 
to buy, build, equip, and enlarge hos- 
pitals sufllclent to .provide fnclUttes 
for all the men now under hospital 
treatment Bills providing for this have 
beeu Introduced -In both houses of 
congress at the behest of Uie legion. 
The memorial says the United 
States has been more liberal than any 
other nation In Its provisions for the 
disabled soUllers, but that It had 
fulled In a large measure to make 
these provisions available.

XIM/)UATIONS Into hitherto 
iinkiiowu fnrcHts of Vene:aK'In 
■by Tliw)dore De Hooy of the j 
Anierlean Oeographiciil society I 
nnd the Museum of ilitj University of 
Pennsylvania have brought to \\w 
knowledge of ethnologists a race uf 
dwarf Indliiiis that live In an eternnl 
fog, far more Iiupenelrablo than that 
of London, and whose nieiiibcrs get 
drunk regularly once a month. Mr. 
De Ritoy also hns located a treasure 
cave that will he of efpnil Interest to 
the archaeologist and to the seeker 
of gold, deep In a wlldorness that not 
even the Indians will penelrnle. 

In full sight uf the mountain at the 
base of which the cave Is located the 
explorer was forced to turn buck be- 
cause his Indian guides and carriers 
refused to continue the Journey. One 
of iJielp roiiRons was a hick of food, 
but the principal objection apparently 
was a superstitions fear of the spirits 
of warriors burled In the cave after 
a great battle told about In their tra- 
ditions. The mountain Is near the 
border of Venezuela nnd Colombia. 

"It Is quite probable, almost certain. 
In fact," says Mr. De IJooy In the nin- 
seum Journal, "that .this burial cave' 
contains archaeological treasures of 
,the highest value. Our archaeological 
roseiirches proved without a doubt 
the entire region had at one time been 
Inhaldted by the Arhiiacos, a tribe of 
which a small remnant still lives In 
the Sierra Nmada of Santa Murta. 
The Motllones, which Includes the 
Mncous, were evidently comparative 
newcomers to the region and had 
either driven out the Arhuncos or had 
killed tlioiii off, probiihly only a short 
while before the Conquest. Research- 
es by other nrcluuMiIoglsts linvo proven 
that a similar occiirrtfiice look place 
In tjie (I'onJIra peninsula direcily to 
the northward, and that the OoaJIras j 
aupcrsediMl the Arhuncos In (his latter 
region. 

Treasuroi of Gold Workers. 
"The burial cave, therefore, prot>- 
nbly conlnlns Arhuacan spcclmen.s. 
and ns the Arhiiacans were excellent 
workei-s In gold nnd had. (pinnlltleit 
of gold iirnaiiients It will be seen that 
the chances of this cave conta'nliig 
gold ornaments as'welt as burial ob- 
jects of other kinds are very good. 
Two days before coming within sight 
of the peak In which the cave was 
to be found, the Indians bad slnnvii 
me ciMliiIii regions where evhl'iici* 
^niild still he seen of former clear- 
ings. These clenrliigs were of cini.-sld- 
erable age and v.ere only dlstln'^nisli- 
I'll, front the surrounding wooils h.\ 
the flirt that the trees were iiol (pdle 
ns Inrge and the undergrowth of 
lessor density." 

Mr. fte Ildoy landed at Manie:t'!'o 
and spent two days on liors-e'ii-rl; 
ej-.issin:.' the plain to La' Ilonpiea 
(me of Hie last otiiposts of civlIl7,allori 
In Vene/.itL'lii. lie had to pass part of 
this time over n narrow and glmtmy 
trnll through a wilderness abniiitd:ng 
with tigers, jagimr.s, wlldcnts, mon- 
keys nnd deer. Ileyond this forest la 
a great pliiln and back nf that Hie 
mountains with llwlr heads tost in 
the fog. "While the nllllmlp of these 
mountains Is not sufllclently high to 
make them snow covered." s»ys the 
explorer, "the fog nnd mlsls at times 
would aliimsi make ojie think that the 
summits wore covered with snow," 

In the days of the Coniiiilsl adores I*n 
Vilhi. a little town along the route to 
I-H^ Iloiqneta. was (he slariing poldi 
for> nilding exiiedlllons Into the In- 
dian territory to the south of the UIo 
Negro. The town Is niled with ruined 
foundations of houses and a. tiunlnt 
old church still stands. It Is said 
to be the oldest In that part of the 
country. 

Nine /hours' travel through the 
Jungle from La Ilonpietii 'Do Rooy 
cjtno to the settlement of Mnchlqnes, 
oulHlde of which bo found membora 
of the Tucucus Indians, who come 
down to the mountains to work occq- 
sloually In erchangefor hoop Iroii, 



cuthtBsos, bnids, iron cooking pots and 
axes. "The Tucucus are u very shy 
race." the e.vploror observes, "and 
only came when lliey were In need 
of Ironniongery," .' 

Dwarfs Who Dwell in Fog. 

Tucucu runners were sent out to re- 
quest for De Rony the privilege of 
visiting the Mncoiis. Most of the 
Tucucus thought he, was crazy and 
predicted thnt he would never r^^turn, 
but llnnlly the pcrmlyslon wns obtain- 
ed. At the ond of the first day of 
travel he ran Into the fog country. 
"Practically every day the mists roll 
flown the mounlaliiK at about mid- 
day," he says, "and one spends the 
balance of the day in an enveIoi)lng 
fug which nmkcs one forget ihnt the 
ctpmlor l8j)ut ten degrees distant." 
Weather was so cold that at night the 
explorer was forced to use two blank- 
ets. Describing the settlements of 
the Mucous, he soys: 

"No two huts arc found In cIo.se 
proxinlty. In fact, these Indians njt- 
penr to take pleasure In living as far 
removed from each other as possible. 
which may be due to the eternal 
nghts they, wage among themselves, 
Pluch hut Is on a separate hilltop, so* 
thnt while the entire vllhigo Is with- 
in hailing distance, It often takes as 
much as half an hour to go from one 
abode to another, by first descending 
one slope and then ascending the oth- 
er. Their clearings ond plantations, 
on whicli they grow yucca, sweet po 
ta:oe.H, com. haimnns, plnntains nnd 
yiiiiiH. are alsn far removed from their 
liiMS. so that It frequently takes a 
ni! n the half of a dny almost to wnik 
to his farm. Wliy this Is so, when 
the hill slopes directly undorheiith 
the Indian's nbode are Just as ■well 
adapted to. agrlcullural purposirs. 1 
cannot sinte, nnd Inqidrles failed to 
givo n logical explanation." 
, The MncoiiB really nre a mcc of 
dwarfs, the uverugc height of the 
men being Ove feet one Inch, and that 
of Hie women four feet eight Inches. 
Thenrst thing they did for De-Rooy. 
who Ih niore than six fool tall, wna to 
build him a hut about four times as 
Inrgena their owil. 

De Rooy found the ladlnns so rn- 
rinus and so persistent thnt he Imd 
to ns!{ the chief to hnllil n stoekiid" 
to "keep out the chlldicn." Tn this 
he did Ills phoiogrnphic work. Tin' 
natU'es hud never before seen a white 
man of light complexion and De Roiiy 
wns a constant source of wonder to 
them. , I
